What  would  you  give  to  have  your 
house  decorated  with  fresh  flowers  ev¬ 
ery  day?  Wouldn’t  you  like  to  cut  your 
own  all  through  the  winter?  By  plant¬ 
ing  annual  you  can  do  all  these  things. 

If  you  don’t  have  room  for  a  regular 
bed  of  annuals,  you  can  always  find 
some  room  in  the  edges  of  your  shrub¬ 
bery  border  or  in  spaces  around  trees, 
that  will  enable  you  to  have  quick  color. 
With  most  annuals  you  can  have  all  the 
color  you  desire  within  two  months 
after  setting  out  the  plants. 

For  best  results  your  soil,  unless  al¬ 
ready  prepared,  had  best  be  given  a  lib¬ 
eral  dressing  of  bone  meal  and  a  quan¬ 
tity  of  peat  or  other  humus,  some  time 


before  planting.  A  good  application  of 
commercial  fertilizer  (5-7-5)  should  be 
applied  two  weeks  before  the  plants 
are  set  out,  for  quick  results.  Avoid 
high  powered  fertilizers  unless  you 
have  had  a  considerable  experience 
with  their  use.  Fertilize  lightly  but 
often  (every  two  weeks)  during  the 
growing  period,  and  do  not  stop  until 
tiie  blooming  season  is  nearly  over. 

Almost  all  of  the  annuals  are  of  the 
easiest  culture,  and  there  is  no  secret 
concerning  their  culture  that  the  ama¬ 
teur  need  fear.  An  even  moisture,  good 
fertilization,  and  common  sense  will  do 
all  that  the  best  experts  can  do. 

All  of  our  annual  plants  are  grown 
in  STERILIZED  soil,  by  an  expert,  and 
are  hardened  off  before  sending  out. 
While  we  do  carry  some  varieties  in 
flats,  we  recommend  that  everyone  use 
our  pot-grown  plants,  for  they  are 
much  easier  to  make  live. 

If  you  do  not  find  your  favorites  in 
this  list,  ask  us  about  them,  for  we  have 
a  few  of  some  varieties  that  are  not 
listed. 

Prices  of  all  potted  annuals  are  50c 
per  dozen.  $3.50  per  100,  unless  other¬ 
wise  marked.  Those  marked  (*)  are 
most  suitable  for  cutting. 

*Acrolinium.  A  fine  small  strawflower 
in  light  pastel  shades.  18  to  24  in. 

*Ageratum,  blue  perfection.  The  tall- 
growing  form  with  nice  heads  of  laven¬ 
der  blue,  indispensable  for  mixing  with 
other  cut  flowers.  2  ft. 

*Anchusa  capensis,  Blue  Bird.  One  of 
the  best  cut  flowers  of  forget-me-not 
blue.  Similar  to  cynoglossim,  but  more 
lasting.  18  to  24  inches. 

Anchusa  dropmore  Italica.  The  pe¬ 
rennial  Anchusa.  This  should  be  more 


used  for  color  in  shrubbery  borders. 
Grows  2  ft.  high  and  makes  a  spread  as 
much  or  more  than  the  height.  Blooms 
mixed  pink  and  blue. 

Ailyssus,  Little  Gem.  A  white  bor¬ 
der  plant,  producing  a  mass  of  white, 
fragrant  blooms,  especially  fine  for 
outlining  beds.  6  inches. 

*Aster.  We  have  found  that  the  single 
Chinese  asters  give  better  results  in  the 
winter  than  any  of  the  others.  This  is 
an  exceptional  cut  flower  and  should  be 
in  every  garden.  Pastel  colors.  18  in. 
high. 

^Antirrhinum  (Snap  Dragon).  A  fa¬ 
vorite  with  everyone.  Comes  in  a  wide 
range  of  separate  colors  or  in  mixture. 
A  fine  cut  flower.  We  use  only  best  flor¬ 
ist  varieties  of  seed.

Balsam,  double  camellia-flowered;  an 
old  fashioned  favorite.
